a drug for the adjuvant therapy with thrombolytic 
drug (e.g. TPA, etc.) or anticoagulant (e.g. heparin 
etc. ) ; 

a drug for the prevention and/or the treatment of the 
thrombus formation in case of vascular surgery, valve 
replacement, extracorporeal circulation [e.g. surgery 
(e.g. open heart surgery, pump-oxygenator , etc.) 
hemodialysis, etc.], transplantation, or the like; 

a drug for the prevention and/or the treatment of 
disseminated intravascular coagulation (DIC), thrombotic 
thrombocytopenia, essential thrombocytosis, inflammation 
(e.g. nephritis, etc.), immune diseases, or the like; 
a drug for inhibiting of metastasis; or the like. 

The 0-alanine derivative of the present invention is 
expected to be useful as an inhibitor of cell adhesion and 
so is expected to be useful as 

a drug for the prevention and/or the treatment of 
disseminated intravascular coagulation (DIC), thrombotic 
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
